son has not changed hli attitude con- 
cerning a negotiated peace wiin the 
central powers, as expressed In his fla£ 
day address, his reply to Pope Benedict 
and his message to congress oh the dec- 
laration of war with Austria, accord- 
ing to a letter he has written to Bish- 
op Theodore S. Henderson of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, made public 
here yesterday by the national war 
council o£ the church. 


Bishop Henderson wrote to the pres- 


ident in behalf of 20,000,000 American 
Methodists asking in particular wheth- 
er his present unwavering purpose was 
expressed In the following words from 
Ills messages: 


• "The German power, a thing without 


conscience, honor or capacity for cove- 
nanted peace, must be crushed. 
Our 


present and immediate task Is to win 
the war and nothing shall turn us aside 
until it is accomplished."

25, follows:

along the battle lines and now infor- 
mation comes that these troops have 
received the essentials .of food, artil- 
lery and munitions, for which they 
have been waiting. 
Recalling the incredulity with which 


the Italian advance warnings of the 
tremendous onslaught of the combined 
Austrian and German armies on tho 
Isonxo last year were received by the 
allies, the Italian military' authorities 
now are said'-to hope earnestly, thai 


• attention will be paid to the danger 
which again impends. 
The war department's weekly mili- 
tary review referred yesterday to the 
probability that, failing 
to 
break 


through the combined British, French 
and American forces on the west front 
where they are now attacking, the 
German general staff will direct its 
efforts at another 
point, 
and 
the 
Italian military men arc confident that 
the Italian line in the neighborhood 
of I-ako Garda will be the selected 
point. 
The immediate objective of the Aus- 
trians is expected to be the city oil 
Brescia on the east of the lake, and 
another attack may be directed on the 
west with the purpose of breaking in- 
to Lombardy. The principal 
Italian 


munitions and army .supply factories 


: are located in Lombardy and 
Pied- 
mont, and besides securing these, the 
Austrians might put themselves in po- 
sition to swing their forces northward 
into France, reinforcing the Germans 
from the south against the French, 
right wing. 
Great quantities of 
supplies have 


come to the Austrian army from Rus- 
sia, according to dispatches to the 
embassy. 
The Germans recently an- 


nounced that they had foregone claim- 
ing the rich stores of food in the 


-Russian Ukraine country in order to 
meet the more pressing need of the 
Austrians. 
On the other hand, the Italians are 


said to be in desperate need of food. 
It is known that only about one-third 
of the Italian army of 3,000,000 men is 
now being maintained on the battle 
lines, and the official explanation is 
that there is no food and not even 
enough guns and ammunition for the 
remainder.

been repeatedly published. They are 
quite liberal and in some respects 
preferable to those of 
the 
previous 


Liberty Loans. 


To speed up the campaign every city 


and town exceeding its quota o£ Lib- 
erty bonds will be awarded an honor 
flag 30 inches wide 
and 
5-1 inches 


long. The body of the flag will be 
white with a broad red border and 
three .broad blue vertical stripes, in- 
dicating the number o£ the loan. 
The 


flags are being manufactured and will 
be ready in due time to honor the first 
city or town that wins 
the 
prize. 


Stars are to be provided so that one 
star can be added to the flag of a 
city or town for every time the allot- 
ted quota is doubled. 


For each state there will be a na- 


tional honor Hag to be flown at the 
capitol with the name of each town or 
city winning a flag inscribed on it. 
It is arranged also to preserve in the 
United States treasury a national hon- 
or flag showing the record of each 
state in the Liberty Loan, campaign. 
Those states that have achieved 100 Jt 


per cent of honor flag towns will lead 
the list, so that 
future generations 


may appreciate their accomplishment 
in the third Liberty Loan.

Mr. Rog- 
ers, we are glad to .say, is not among 
the carping critics of the adminis- 
tration.

to prosecute the war and he made 
it quite clear that the first and the 
fundamental need of the hour is ships 
and more ships.

told the members of 
the Middlesex 


Women's club at their regular meet- 
ing in Colonial hall yesterday after- 
noon that if England and the United 
States had in the last half century 
been in closer relationship and closer 
understanding, the present 
conflict 


'might have been avoided. 


"The mutual ignorance of nations 


is amazing," said Jlr. KatcIifCo; 
"the 
best example of this is the present 
war. We thought we 
know 
about 


German efficiency, but we didn't know 
the spirit behind the 
that efficiency."

Jlr. Ratcliffe said Lincoln's nation- 


al dictum that a house divided against 
itself cannot stand, and that a nation 
cannot exist half free ond half slave, 
has become an international phrase 
cannot exist half free and half slave, 
cannot exist. It is the duty of the 
United States and Great Britain to 
come together and strive to make the 
ideal of a united world a fact. 
"At the time that the war broke 


out," said the speaker, "plans were 
being made for the celebration of the 
100 years of peace between the United 
States and Great Britain. We know 
that those 100 years could not be de- 
scribed as an era of peace at all. It 
had been a time of misunderstanding 
between the two nations. An emi-

ing." 
Mr. Ratcliffe said 
that 
American 
moving picture producers 
who sent 


films to England which are supposed 
to depict American life and American 
customs arc very much to blame for 
the 
misunderstanding 
between 
the 


two countries. "The moving picture 
producers 
show 
an 
America 
that 


never was, except in the morbid imag- 
ination of a certain class of people. 
It's probably just as bad the 
other 


way round." 
The speaker said that the thousands 


of 
American soldiers who 
are 
now 


across the water will probably have 
an opportunity to see England before 
they return and they will bring back 
to this country real pictures of what 
they see in England and what kind of 
a country and people it is. "I cannot 
think of anything that 
will 
be 
of 


greater service for the mutual under- 
standing of the two countries than 
this," he said. 
Mr. Ratcliffe told in, detail of the 
great social and political revolution 
that has been brought about ill Eng- 
land by the war and he said that one 
of the results of this will be that at 
the next general election a total of IB 
million English people will go to the 
polls and of this number 6 million will 
be women. 
This is out of a popula- 


tion of between 45 and -IS million peo- 
ple. 
As many people will go to the 


polls at the next election in England 
as went to the polls in the 
United 
States at the last presidential election 
out of a population of twice the size 
of that of England. 
Lloyd George was characterized as 


the "most briliant negotiator in thu 
world" by Mr. Tlatcliffe. He said that 
the efforts of England in the first year 
of the war were greatly misinterpret- 
ed and misunderstood by the outside 
world because oE the depreciating at- 
titude of a certain portion of the Eng- 
lish press. 


Referring to tho present crisis in the 


war struggle. -Mr. Ratclirt'e predicted 
that, unless things changed or if they 
became worse, England would proba- 
bly do away with her parliamentary 
system and place herself under a war 
dictator. He said that the present 
house of commons cannot bo consid- 
ered representative of 
the. 
present 


feeling of the people because it has 
been in office for seven years. 


In conclusion he said that the Unit- 


ed States and Great Britain had lost 
several golden opportunities to be- 
come much more intimately related 
and among them was the incident of

That there we.re ninety-seven strikes 
and one lockout in .Massachusetts dur- 
ing the three months ending Decem- 
ber 31 last ' is the surprising state- 
ment made in a report issued today 
by Charles F, Gettemy, director of the 
bureau of statistics. 


AH of these strikes, Mr. Gettemy 


says, were of such importance as to 
receive comment in the daily press, 
and many of them, because of their 
bearing upon government war needs, 
commanded special public attention.

Enemy Withdrew After Sharp 


Fighting Leaving the Ground 
Strewn With Dead 


BRITISH AKMY HEADQUARTERS Kf FRANCE. April 2—(By the 


Associated Press)—The British stormed strongly held German positions 
in a wood along the Luce river yesterday. When the enemy withdrew 
lifter, sharp fighting he left the ground strewn with his dead. 


The German shelled the wood heavily after it was occupied by the 


British and organized two .counter-attacks for the purpose of retaking 
it. 
Both were caught in the British artillery barrage and broken. 


At a meeting ot tlie municipal coun-

Af- 
ter midnight the firing died down to a 
very great extent, but men on house- 
tops sniped the soldiers for hours. 


4ll night Quebec resounded with the 
tread of marching men and the hoarse 
commands of the officers. The guard 
placed on the public buildings and In 
the area where lighting took place was 
maintained all night. 
This forenoon the city was compar- 


atively quiet, and it was hoped by. the 
military authorities that, now that it 
had been shown that no more breach-

So far the killed and wounded civil-

WASHINGTON, AprU 2.—In favor- 


ably reporting a bill to impose drastic 
ler.altios on disloyal acts, the senate 
udiciary committee today adopted an 
imendment by Senator 'Poindexter ot 
Washington, prescribing imprisonment 
for twenty years and 510,000 line for 
'whoever shall, by word or act. sup- 
port or favor the cause of the German 
empire or its allies in the present war, 
>r by word or act oppose the cause of 
he United States therein." 


The committee also 
approved the 


same penalties for persons obstructing 
government war bond issues and 
for 


wilfully "attempting" as well as actual 
attempt, to obstruct recruiting or en- 
istment in the army. 


The Poindexter 
amendment would 


make it unlawful "for any person or

The immediate objective of tho Aus- 
trians is expected to be the city of 
Brescia on the east of the lake, and 
another attack may be directed on the 
west with the purpose of breaking in- 
to Lombardy.

mont; and besides securing these, the 
Austrians might put themselves in po- 
sition to swing their forces northward 
into France, reinforcing the Germans 
from the south against the French 
right wing.

100 years of peace between the United 
States and Great Britain. 
\Ve know 


that those 100 years could not be de- 
scribed as an era of peace at all. It 
had been a time of misufiderstandinc 
between the two nations. An emi- 
nent English writer has said that the 
two countries spoke the 
same 
lan- 


guage and were members of the same 
spiritual family; but you know even 
members of the same family quarrel 
sometimes. We have understood each 
other's insults all together too well. 
This, we know, has come to an end. 
but still it is worth while to ask why 
it is that the United States and Great 
Britain still understand so little of 
each other. 
"George the third is still a living 


personality in this country, but in 
England we have forgotten all about 
him. In the English schools we have 
taught the history of the Revolution 
from the 
American 
viewpoint. 
We 


have taught it not as a story of the 
events of 1770 and the few years fol- 
lowing it, but rather as a chapter in 
the long story of English liberation. 
AVe teach them that that was the be- 
ginning of the system of colonization 
without which the 
British 
empire 


would not be whai it is today. The 
people of England are, continuing that 
struggle for freedom which you began 
in 1775. You, however, 
were 
wise 


enough to put an ocean between your- 
selves and your enemy before fight- 
ing." 
Jlr. Ratcliffe said 
that 
American

iilms to England which are supposed 
to depict American life and American 
customs are very much to blame for

an opportunity to see England before 
they return and they will bring back 
to this country real pictures of what 
they see in England and what kind or 
a country and people it is. "I cannot 
think of anything that 
will

of 


greater service for the mutual under- 
standing of the two countries 
than 


this," he said. 
Jlr. Hatcliffe told in detail of the 


great social and political revolution 
that has been brought about in Eng- 
land by the war and lie said (hat one 
of the results of this will be that at 
the next general election a total of Hi 
million English people will go to the 
polls and of this number G million will 
be women. This is out of ;i popula- 
tion of between 45 and -IS million peo- 
ple. 
As many people will go io the 


polls at the next, tloctlon in England 
as went to the polls in the United 
States nt the last presidential election 
out of a population of twice the size 
of that of England. 
Eloyd George was chal'acterized as 


the "most hrlliant negotiator 'in the 
world" by .Mr. HatclifCe. 
He said that 


I ho efforts of England in the lirst year 
of the war were greatly misinterpret- 
ed and misunderstood by the outside 
world because of the depreciating at- 
titude of a certain portion of the Eng- 
lish press. 


Referring to the present crisis in the 


war struggle. -Mr. Ratcliffe predicted 
that unless !hin'-rs changed or if they 
became worse. England would proba- 
bly do away with her parliamentary 
.system and place herself under a war 
dictator,

STATE HOUSE, Boston, April 2.— 


That there we.re ninety-seven strikes 
and one lockout in Massachusetts dur- 
ing the three months ending Decem- 
her 31 last is the surprising state- 
ment made in a report issued today 
by Charles P. Gettemy, director of the 
bureau ot statistics. 


All of these strikes, Mr. Gettemy 


Bays, were of such importance as to 
receive comment in the daily press. 
and many of them, because of their 
bearing upon government war needs, 
commanded special public attention. 


The report shows that on the last 


day of the year 1-1,000 ' union men in 
this state were out of work, this be.ing 
7.4 per cent of the total number con- 
cerning whom reports were received. 
The largest percentage of unemploy- 
ment was found in Springfield, where 
14-11 men, or lu.5 per cent of those 
reported, were out of work. 
Second 


place falls to the lot of Holyoke, where 
the percentage was 12.1, there being 
•H7- men out of work. 
Other places 


having percentages higher than the 
average were Lawrence, 10.-i; Lynn, 10; 
New Bedford. 7.7; Pittsfield. 9.5; Quin- 
cy, S.I; Salem, 7.S; Taunton, 10; and

Pershing's army is not to be impaired. 
The building of that purely American 
war inachiiie will proceed as rapidly 
as possible.

"Arrangements for the transporta- j 


tion of these additional forces," 
the 


British statement said, "are now be- 
ing completed."

At about 3 o'clock on the morning 


of the 2Sth German artillery of

calibres opened a terrilic 
bombard- 


ment against the 33ritish positions. It 
was obvious the enemy intended to 
attack, and at 0.40 o'clock the British 
gunners, unloosed 
an , avalanche 
of 


steel against every known place of as- 
sembly the Germans might be using. 


Shortly after 7 o'clock the enemy 


advanced. They came forward slowly 
and deliberately in full marching or- 
der. Each 
infantryman 
carried ra- 


tions for six days, two blankets and 
an extra pair of boots, indicating that 
the attack was in deadly earnest. The 
company commanders were 
mounted 


and the infantry was followed closely 
by the artillery. 


On the extreme north the storm 


center lay between Gavrelle and Oppy. 
the Germans pivoting an Oppy. The
